L a n s in g , Micb., Feb. 2.—The body of 
an unknown girl lay on a rude bier in an 
undertaker's shop in Diamondale, a vil 
lagt seven miles south of Lansing Satur­ 
day. 
The g irl’s throat plainly showed 
the livid marks left by the grasp of m em 
less ¡fingers upon it, and the teeth had bit 
ten through the lips. 
The body, entirely 
denuded of clothing, wa< found in the 
river three miles from Diamondale Fri 
day nig ht by Solomon and Clifton Dorr 
two farmers. 
They had started to cross 
the stream on the ice, and uear the shore 
caught the gieam of something white in a 
patch of water where ice had been broken 
On closer inspection they found that it 
was the corpse of a girl not over 15 years 
of age. 
The ice had been broken and the 
body tossed in. 
D e s c r ip tio n o f th e U n fo r tu n a te . 
The girl is of 
fair complexion, with 
brown hair, 
eyes large and of a blui 
gray. 
Her height is 4 feet 8 inches and 
her weight is not over ninety pounds. She 
is apparently 15 years old and has the ap­ 
pearance of having been rather delicate. 
Her hands and feet are unusually small 
and well formed and look as if they be­ 
longed to a girl who had been carefully 
reared. 
Her hands do not look as if she 
had ever done any hard work and there is 
a general appearance of good breeding 
about the girl that makes the mystery as 
to her identity more com plicated. 
The 
only theory that has not yet been exploded 
as to the identity of 
the girl is a rumor 
that she is Florence Young,who lived near 
J ackson. 
This Miss Young is said by 
those who have seen her to bear a resem­ 
blance to the body. 
P o s s ib le C lu e to th e M yster y. 
J oseph Polhemus and his wife live on a 
farm about a mile from where the body 
was found. 
Thursday night, shortly after 
Polhem us and his family had retired, a 
team of horses attached to a carriage was 
driven up and halted in front of their 
cabin. 
Mrs. Polhemus started to investi­ 
gate, and, on opening the door, was star­ 
tled by a man who had approached to 
within a few feet of the house. 
When she 
opened the door the man exclaimed: “ My 
God! Somebody lives here!” and ran back 
to the road, where another 
man and 
woman 
stood 
near 
the horses. 
The 
woman screamed "Murder.” whereupon 
one of the men exclaimed: “ I’ll iix you "O 
you won’t veil!” At the same tim e the 
strap bv which the horses were tied was 
cut and they dashed up the road, and dis­ 
appeared with the woman. 
A s s a u lte d lle fo r e th e M u rd er. 
When the body was removed from the 
river it was evident tha t the corpse had 
been thrust into the water but a few 
hours before, and that it had been disposed 
of almost immediately after death. 
A 
coroner’s inquest was held, the physicians 
who were examined testifying to a belief 
tha t criminal assault preceded the mur­ 
der. 
Of the many who viewed the body 
none succeeded in identifying the victim. 
Lansing officers nre now working on the 
cn« e, but have as yet obtained no clue to 
the identity of the murdered girl or trace 
of her murderers.

The regalia 
of Baroda is valued at £ 3,(XX),IKK). We 
were first shown the jewels worn by the 
Maharajah on state occasions. 
“ These consist of a gorgeous collar of 
5CX) diamonds, some of them as big as 
walnuts, arranged in five rows, sur- 
rouded by a top and bottom row of 
emeralds of the same size. The pendant 
is a famous diamond called ‘The Star 
of the Deccan, ’ an aigrette to match is 
worn in the turban, then followed 
strings of pearls of perfect roundness, 
graduated from the sire of a pea to 
that of a large marble, wondrous rings, 
necklaces, clusters o f sapphires and ru­ 
bies as big as grapes. 
“ The g reatest marvel of all is a car­ 
pet, about 10x6 feet, made entirely of 
strings of pure and colored pearls, with 
great central and corner circles of dia­ 
monds. « This carpet took three years 
to make, and cost £ 300,000. 
This was 
one of Khande Rao’s mad freaks, and 
was intended to be sent to Mecca to 
please a Mohammedan lady who had 
fascinated him; but such a thing being 
done by a Hindoo prince was too seri­ 
ous, and it never left Baroda.

B irmingham , A la , Feb. 2.—An unpro 
voked slaughter of negroes by a mob oc­ 
curred Tuesday night a t Carbon Hill Coal 
mines, in Walker county, forty miles west 
of this city. 
A mob of armed white men 
mirrouuded a cabin where nine negroes 
were sleeping, 
and 
without 
warning 
opened fire through the doors and win­ 
dows. 
The negroes sprang up in v ild 
alarm at the first volley, but in a few mo­ 
ments all of them were lying on the floor 
dead or wounded. 
Four were killed out 
right and the other five wounded, three 
of them, it is thought, fatally. 
L ook s L ik e a S tr ik e O u tr a g e. 
As soon as their bloody work was done 
the mob dispersed, and so far none of 
them has l>een arrested or identified. 
The 
nine negroes had taken the places of the 
striking white miners in the Carbon Hill 
mine" during the recent strike, and when 
the strike was settled the company would 
not discharge them. 
The affair created 
intense excitement at the mines, and more 
trouble is expected. 
LATER.—Rioting is in progress at Car 
bon Hill and two more negroes have been 
shot, one fatally, by a white man. Details 
are meagre, but companies of m ilitia have 
been ordered to the scene. 
Some reports 
say that sixteen negroes have been shot 
down.
